STATE AFFAIRS. 


The biennial message of Governor Frank 


Bell to tbe Legislature is received. It is 
plain and to the point, treating only of 
facts, and dealing only with figures which 
concern the public. 
It places the total 


State debt at tbe close of 1890 at 9199,- 
887,83 (exclusive of the $330,000 irredeem- 
able bond), and tha amount in the treas- 
ury applicable to its payment, $215,849 52, 
which ia $15,061 CO in excess of tbe debt. 
At the close of 1888 there was $95,128 75 
ia excess of tbe State debt, exclusive of tbe 
irredeemable bond, which shown that the 
expenditures in tbe last two years have 
been nearly $80,000 in excess of tbe re- 
ceipt*. 


Ia 1888 the assessed value of property in 


the State was $26,738,378 53; in 1889 it 
was $108,579 32ifS9, and in 1890 there wae 
a decrease from 1819 of $1,968,V(96 64. 


The State has claims aggregating $104,- 


010 70 against the United States for ser- 
vices of volunteers daring tbe war, which 
o'almi are in a fair way to be settled, and 
li-ju dated. 


Tha Governor says there seems no doubt 


of the fuot that the question of holding a 
convention for the purpose of revising the 
constitution was carried by a majority o( 
all tbe voles cast at the last general elec- 
tion, and it will therefore become the dim 
of the Legislature to devise some means 
whereby the wiahec of the people may be 
respected. 


The public school* a*e prosperous. 


The State school laud contains $972,000 ID 
bonds aad $88,113 13 ia com, 


The Stata University may be safely pro- 


nounced a success, and tbe youth of Ne- 
vada in search of education may find 
ample facilities for obtaining it at home. 
When the University opened »l Reno in 
September, 1387, there were only 37 eta- 
dents enrolled; at tbe close of 1890 there 
were 145 


Tbe decrease in tho number of priscnere 


in tbe State Prison from an average o 
114 1-16 in 1887-88 to 90% in 1889-90 is 
gratifying, but tbe manufacture of boots 
and shoes at the Prison caused a loss of 
$2,112 45 exclusive of bad debts. 


The losune Agyluta and Orphan's Home 


are kept within the limits of tbe nppropriu 
tiona made for their maintenance, acid tbe 
inmates, which are increasing at the Home, 
are kindly and humanely treated at both 
inatitutions. 


In 1889-90 there w;is Hated to the State 


from the various grants 679,948 acrts of 
land and applications were made at tbe 
Surveyor General's offlea for 193,067 acres 
of State lands. 


Tbe State Printing is conducted at an 


average annual expenditure of $11,141 88. 


The condition of the National Guard is 


very creditable. 


The Stata Agricultural Society is spoken 


of as a credit to Nevada, enoh annual ex- 
hibition being a step ia advance of the pre- 
ceding one. 
People from all sections meet 


and compare notes, and one of tbe re 
suits is tbe great improvement in live stoc'n 
and agricultural interests. 


While the last census shows a falling off 


in the population of tbe State, the Gover 
nor ia of the opinion that in consequence 
of onr sparsely settled territory and the 
small compenaation pud enumerators, 
large number of the inhabitants were over- 
looked, and in support of this view says 
tbe popular vote of tbe Slate in 1884 
12,789, in 1886 12,363, in 1888 12,415, nnrt 
in 1890 12,421, certainly no decrease in six 
years.

STATE FKISUN EXPENDITURES. 


The State Prison is one of the most ex 


pen-ive institutions which tbe Stiite has ti 
maintain. It has cost tbe tax payers ove 
$400,000 in the last ten years, and there ii 
no probability of its being made even pnr 
tially aeJf-snstaining, n» tbe reports she* 
that tbe boot and shoe business of tbe 
Prison ia conducted at a lew, though tber> 
was a small profit derived from it nndei 
Wardens Batterman and Bell. 


The amounts expended, ths average 


number of prisoners, and the cost per 
prisoner per day under the management of 
the several Wardens in the last ten yearn 
are a» follows: 


In 1881 and 1882, under Warden Gar- 


rard'a administration, the average number 
of prisoners was 127 7-10, the cost per 
prisoner per day being $1 03 and the totul 
expenditure $97,376 96. 


la 1883 and 188i, under Warden Ball's 


administration, tbe average number 
of 


prisoners was Hoy, and the cost per pn«- 
oner per day 99 oeuta, tha total 
being 883.4G9 87. 


In 1885 and 1886, nlso under 


Bell's administration, the average numb 
of prisoners was 127^, and the cost per 
prisoner per day 82 2-10 cents, the total 
expenditure being $75,819 08. Under this 
administration stone valued at $7,586 93 
wa» furnished by the Prison for the State 
Primms; office. 


In 1887 and 1888 under Warden MnCul- 


lough's administration, the average nua- 
ber of prisoners was 1U.6, tbe cost per 
pmon.r being $1 02% per day and tbe 
total expenditure, $82,B30 05 


In 1889 and 1890 nnd*r Warden McCul- 


longb s second term tbe average number of 
pnaonere was »3%, the cost per pnw»°r 
per d», $1 11.93-100, and the tStal ex 
pendnure, $74,998 84. 


The above statements are from the Con- 


o^vY "/W and *bey 8how »»»t,lf won-

•eieet-on of a Warden. Mr8 Bnll rtoitt be 
considered in connection wi.h the place, »s 
the 8gures prove that he conducted the 
Prison more economically than either his 
predecessor or successor.
